Crane stated his family 
resided in St. Louis, but the Chief of Police 
of Mempbis states his familv reside 
there. This is not his first offense, 
baving twice been arrestedin that city for 
swindling, once on a charge preferred by A. 
Levy & Co., and once by the Manhattan Bink, 
both of which cases he suc- 
ceeded in compromising. The matter 
bas been placed in the hands of George A. 
Countz, Chief of Police. He has already ob- 
tained information which, it is believed, will 
lead to the  villain’s arrest. Crane 
is about -37 years of age, medium 
size, bas dark eyes and compiexion, 
slight black moustache, is bald, has promin- 
ent ears, decided Jewish cast of countenance 
and is. evidently a. bad character.

MACHINE TELEGRAPHY. 


The Keene Scheme for Competitio 
With the Westero Uuion. . 
From a New York Letter. 

One of the managing directors of the New 
Postal Telegraph Compaoy being intervie wed 
made the following statements tn the Sto 
to-day. Tne history of telegraphy shows 
that no company bas even been profitable in 
the face of Western Union’ opposi!ion, and no 
company ever will with the present methods 
of transmitting dispatches. It is true that 
Jay Gould on two occasions forced the West- 
‘orn Union to unite with opposition com- 
pynies, but thisis never likely to bedone 
againt because, in the first place, the West- 
ern Union Was never so strong as itis now, 
and, in the second place, there is no other 
Jay Gould. We hold it asan axiom that 
messages cannot be sent by hand any cheaper 
than they are now sent by the Western Union 
Company. The only resource left toa new 
company is to transmit its messagcs by 
machine. For example: 

“The late President Orton testified before 
4 postal committee that the actual cost of 
sending ten.words to Chicago from this city 
was twenty-seven cents. The charge for 
<ending such a message now is fifty cents. 
Now if we, by the use of machines, can afford 
to send twenty words for twenty-five cents, 
that is, double the number of words for half 
the price, it will be seen that the use of our 
machines gives usa rightto exist and a fair 
prospect of success. . a ay 

‘Before explaining further jet-me tell you 
what we are yoipgto do. Wedonot want a 
dollar from anybod y outside of those at pres- 
entinterested in the company. Before the 
end of next January we shall have estab- 
lisped a line 6f two wires, without any inter- 
inediate’ stations, except test stations, from 
New York to Chicago, and on this line we 
~hall be able to do all the business between 
those two cities. We shall charge tweaty- 
tive cents for twenty words to be delivered 
by our messengers. More than this, we 


shail for twenty-five cents agree te transmit } 


thirty words and mail the message in either 
citv, stamped and addressed to any piace de- 
sired. Tbis willbe one of the features of 
our system. Its advantage will be instantly 
seen When it is remembéred how long it fre- 
quently takes a message, under the present 
~ystem, to arrive at its address, and when I 
tell you that we shall always be able to trans- 
init a message immediately on its receipt. 

“When we do allthis on the line between 
New York and Chicago, we sha!l have demon- 
strated, not only satisfactorily, but, what is 
«suite a different thing, commercially, that we 
can do the country’s telegraphic business. 
After that we shall rapidly extend our lines 
ull over the country. It will not take us 
much longer.to build our line from New York 
¢o Chicago than it will to build a line fifty 
iniles long, because we shall letit outin sec- 
tions. Now,as to the machines and patents 
that will enable us to do this, 

‘Our great advantage is that after a mes- 
ave is once prepared its transmission takes 
hardly. any time at all, and it does not take 
long to prepareit. Weean senda thousand 
words a minute. All that we shall have to 
look out for is to have enough operators in 
the receiving offices to prepare promptly all 
llessages as We getthnem. They can be pre- 
pared With exantiy the same rapidity that a 
inessugeis now sent over a Western Union 

wire and in a very similar manner, but the 
operator Who.is preparing the messaze Is not 
all this time monopolizing a wire. lake an 
extreme case. Suppose we should get fifty 
written messages all at once, of varying 
lenetb, andthat we had fifty operators ready 
io xo to work on them. Itis probable that a 
few minuces after the longest messave had 
been prepared all of themessages would nave 
been ground out over the wire and would be 
in the Chicago office. 

‘The messages are preparedin this way: 
An operator sits down and taps ata key. As 
le works the message appearsin the Morse 
alphabet on a cylinder. When he has finished, 
the cvlinderis put in circuit and rapidly 
turned. You will say thatthis is precisely 
the same thing that isdone by another sys- 
tem through perforations in paper. It is not. 
The perforatson of the paperis not an easy 
job, and, besides that, the paper has some 
thickness. The result is that when the point 
of the conducting stylus passes rapidly over 
u perforation it does not drop instantly down 
to the bottom of the shallow pit, but leaps 
over the paper precipice and strikes the con- 
(lucting metal. at-some distance from the 
edze. This causes the Morse characters re- 
produced at the other end of the line to ‘tail 
off,’ and they are thus rendered indistinct. 

‘‘Inthe Leggo automatic machine which 
we use there aré no perforations. The Morse 
alphabet is formed by the deposit of an insu- 
luting ink, Which has practically no thick- 
ness. For this reason the point of the stylus 
lides smoothly over the surface, and the cyl- 
inder may therefore pe turned with great 
rapidity. Atthe opposite end of the line the 
alphabet is reproduced by a penci] made of a 
material which dissolves whena current Is 
passing through it, and thus is‘abie to make a 
mark. ‘The message received is in sharp and 
distinct ckaracters, and must then be written 
out by sight. Wehave to employ more op- 
etutors in our principal offices, but the chief 
cost of teiegrapby is not in salaries. 

‘but we have other advantages. The Gray 
harmonic multiple and Way duplex system 
make one of our wires equivalent to six: 
while our Wires themselves, being made of 
steel, with a thick deposit of copper around 
the cone, have conductivity seven times 
creater than. iron wires. We = shall not have 
tolcacd our poles witha large number of 
them, and they are so strong and so light that 
they will not be likely to break in the worst 
ol Weuther, Being sofew, the danger of 
crossing will be reduced to zero. We believe 
that our customers will soon learn torely 
pon our puttisg their messages through for 
them aimost immediately on receipt, at all 
hours of theday, and without regard to 
storms. We cannot unite with the Mutual 
(nion Telegraph Company, as we have been 
acoused of trying to do, because their wires 
are notof a kindto enable usto furnish 
cheap telegrapby. | 

The establisament forthe manufacture of 
the compound wire, of which we and the 
liapid Telegraph Company have exclusive 
use, is now the property of thiscompany. It 
hus scapacity of turnipg out sixty-six miles 
of wire perday.

SIGNAL SERVICE BALLOONING. 


Weather in the Clouds to be Com- 


pared With That Below. 
From the Washington Post. 

Prof. King, the balloonist, baving offered 
to take a representative up with him in his 
ascent at. Minneapolis next Wednesday, a 
call waS made by ‘ren. Hazen for volunteers. 
Messrs. Upton and Brisbane came forward 
and offered themselves. The former was ac- 
cepted and left yesterday for the scene of 
operations. He will take with him on the 
triptothe beavensa set of delicate ther- 
monicters, to take the temperature in sun- 
shine and shade, also aneroid barometers and 
an air meter to measure the 
velocity of the ascent and also 
the descent, unless that should be 
made onarun. Prof. King intends to limit 
the ascent to 2,000 or 3,000 feet, and, the bal- 
loon béing new, expects to be able to remain 
up a considerable time, and will, if the wind 
be favorabie, make an extended trip te the 
Atlantic coast. The balloon contains 100,- 
000 cupic feet of gas. Hydrogen will be used 
as superior in point of buoyancy to coal gas. 
Gen. Ilazen has issued instructions to all ob- 
servers east of Mississippi and as far north 
as Virginia to make hourly observations from 
the time the ascent is made for eighteen 
hours. The time to commence will be tele- 
graphed to the Signal Office and thence dis- 
tributed to the observers. Important 
meteorological results are expected. 

Prof. Kingis said to have maae in the 
neighborhood of 500 ascensions, but this ven- 
ture in aerial navigation promises to be the 
greatest effort of his lifetime,if notas regards 
the actual good resulting therefrom, at least 
in respect of its pretensions. Prof. King is 
wore or less thoroughly convinced that the 
much mooted perpetual eastern current ex- 
ists somewhere inthe upper regions of our 
atmosphere, and that tbis current is des- 
tined to muke possible the feat of crossing 
the Atlanticina balloon. For the purpose 
of testing this theory the Professor has had 
constructed an serial cur of large capacity, 
and in this he proposes on the 7th inst. to 
make bis ascension. ° 

Among the instruments Mr. Upton has 
taken along are a half-dozen thermometers 
of the most improved make, and two self- 
registering thermometers for the purpose of 


) experimenting to ascertain the absolute heat 


of the sun. It will be remembered that the 
Post sometime ago contained an account of the 
expedition on which Prof. Langley, of Vitts- 
burg, had set out with this same object in 
view. The latter is now in California con- 
ducting his experiments on the amountof 
absolute heat received from the sun by our 
globe. The data collected by Mr. Upton will 
be of creat value, as that gentleman is an ex- 
pert meteorologist and entirely reliable. 
Prof. King’s purty will also contain a re- 
presentative of a Boston paper and other 
scientists. 

It is the intention to make the first ascent, 
as before stated, with twelve persons in the 
car ofthe bailoon. If by the timea reason- 
able beight is reached inthe atmosphere the 
supposititious eastern current is not struck, 
the balloon will descend, allow eight of the 

arty to get out, and again rise to a greater 
eightin search of the object of this venture- 
some journey, ° 

Prot. Kine’s balloon is believed to be the 
largest ever constructed, with the possible 
exception of the famous Graphic balloon. It 
bas been coated with 160 layers of rubber 
varnish, which is thought to render it imper- 
vious to bydrogen, thus providing against a 
shortcoming in aerial construction which has 
proved a stumbiing-block in the way of 
many a daring scheme. 


A Big Blackbird Roost. 
From the Troy Times, August 30. 

Many of our citizens have noticed large 
flocks of blackbirds that daily, enter the citv 
from the north and east and fly toward Mount 
Ida. These birds attracted the Jattention of a 
reporter, and he resolved to find their roost. 
They apparently all came fram the country to 
the northeast of the city, and seem to have a 
common trysting-place. Ascending the hill 
on Congress street, the birds were seen to 
alight on the treesinthe grounds attached 
to Ida Cottage, owned by the Warrens, and 
on entering the premises Mr. Eisenlohr, the 
gardener in charge,accompanied the reporter 
tothe roost. Though one little blackbird 
cannot make much noise, yet 
when tens of thousands are 
holding a caucus and imitating the 
Democracy, their voices are well calculated 
to quiet a speaker. Each of the little crea- 
tures seemed desirous of occupying the par- 
ticular twig of its neighbor. Gradually, as 
the sun sank beyond the western hill, the 
twittering, nestling and chirping ceased, and 
except Whep an occasional shrill note or flut- 
tering sound told that some unfortunate had 
been crowded off its roost, all was quiet. 
Shortly after sunrise the birds commence the 
flight to the fields, ascending with a whir re- 
sembling the noise of a hundred saw mills. 
They return home in scattered detachments, 
and leave in more compact bodies, frequentiy 
in one immense tlock, which sometimes act- 
ually casts: a shadow of darkness over the 
earth below. They continue their ‘flight to- 
gether some distance into the country, 
When thev divide into smaller flocks 
and go in- all directions in search 
of food. The distance covered by 
these birds must be many miles each 
day, as flocks of them are daily seen as far as 
twenty miles from the city, flying toward. 
Troy in the evening, and appearing from 
that direction in the morning. They arrive 
generally in this vicinity in May, and stay un- 
tilthe approach of cold weather, when tbey 
disappeur for more favored climes in the 
South. From the fact that théy are generally 
found in large numbers about the grain 
fields it is supposed that grain is their prin- 
cipal food, and from the crops of a few of 
them examined by a reporter the supposition 
was verified.‘ Kach crop was filled with 
rain, ind the amount eaten by a bird was 
over balfan ounce. This would give a bushel 
a dav for every 1,!20, allowing them one meal 
of half an ounce of grain each per day. Es- 
timating the number of this roost at 20,000, 
ten bushels of grain per day would be con- 
sumed in feeding them. It will be readily 
computed what it costs to maintain this 
festbered army for a season. It isa question 
if they pay for their food by the destruction 
of insects.

The oyster is a fortunate creature, if it be 
fortunate tobe much mentioned in history. 
People who have swallowed an enormous 
number of oysters figure in anecdote, and are 


considered to have done something meritori-. 


ous. The Roman who tirst formed oyster 
beds, which he did at Baiw, is known to have 
been na:wed Sergius Orata, who had tie 
happiness to live in the time of Augustus,and 
who is known to have madea great deal of 
money by the exercise of his ingenuity. To- 
day it is mentioned in all encvclopwdias that 
Apicius, a contemporary of ‘lrajan, was the 
first who taught the world to pickle oysters. 
Ilis fame rests upon that fact. There was an- 
other Apicius distinguished for his love of 
lobsters; there was another who 
set upa school of cookery: but the ovster- 
pickling Apicius bas a distinct fame, and sur- 
vives fresbly in classical dictionaries. When 
George the First came to Kngiand frem Hin- 
over,the royal cooks could not please tae 
roval palate inthe matter of oysters until it 
was discovered that his Majesty liked them 
stale,as he had always been1n the habit of 
eating them.

Then, in- 
deed, he is diabolical, and so thoroughly in- 
a ver of digestion that the man who has 
bolted him might as well make his will and 
bid his weeping family farewell. To the 
whole body of oyster-eaters we present the 
compliments of the season, und may no such 
catastrophe befal! them. 
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A Reminiscence of Gen. Rains. 
From the Burlington (Vt.) Free Press, Sept. |. 
‘The death of Gen. Gabriel J. Rains is an-

He was un- 
doubtedly in much perplexity of mind 
whether to stand by the flag to which he had 
sworn allegiance or to join his brother South- 
rons. Ile had « better opportunity than most 
of the Southerners to observe the temper in 
which the North was rallying tothe support 
of the Government; and the words and ac- 
tions of the Vermonters were not particulariy 
reassuring toa sympathizer with the seces- 
sionists. ‘‘The Southerners,’’ he said at 
that time to the writer of this article, “think 
thatthere is no fight in the Yankees; but

THE GREAT CENTENNIAL. 


What is Being Done for the Yorktown 


_ Celebration. 
Baltimore Correspondence of the N. Y. Tribune. 


Col. William P. Craighill, United States En- 
gineers, returned from Yorktown, Va., this 
morning, where he has been iooking after ar- 
rangements for the centennial ceiebration at 
that place. Atthe request of the Cungress- 
ional **Yorktown Centennial Commissioner” 
for an ofticer of thes Engineer Corps, Col. 
Craighill was detailed by the Secretary of 
War, and also tosuperintend the construction 
and erection of the monument provided for 
by Congress. Up tothis time progress in the 
work has not been advanced rapidly, owing to 


the fact of a general impression that the dis- 


play and observance of the occasion would 
depend in a great measure upon the assured 


couvalescence of the President, and the addi- 
tional fact that the amount ($20,000) appro- 
priated by Congress was insufficient to meet 


necessary expenses. Work is now advancing 


more satisfactorily. 


The site selected for the monument is ona 
bluff overlooking the river adjoining and be- 
low the village boundary line.F acing the river 
and looking to the right, eastwardlv, the view 
is unobstructed to the capes of Virginia, dis- 
tant about twenty-eight miles. In front, 
northwardly, the view is directly across the 
river to Gloucester Point and over Glouces- 
ter county: to the left, northwardly, it isup 
the broad river in adirect line to West Point. 
the junction ofthe Pamunky and Mattaponi 

tivers, Which form the York. ‘The other 
view southward will overlook the plains of 
Yorktown. When erected, the monument 
will be distinctly visible from all vessels pass- 
ing up and down Chesapeake Bay. 

The land purchased by the Government for 


$1,000 embraces six acres, and lies within 


what were the British lines. The foundation 
for the base of the monument ‘has been dug 
and filled in with granite concrete. The cor- 
nerstone of granite taken from the Richmond 
quarlies is on the ground, ready to be lower- 
ed in position. The encampment for United 
States troops and State military and Masonic 
societies will be on the Temple farm, abouta 
wile anda half distant from the monument 


site. It . is an open field, nearly 
level, but with sufficient undulation 
for proper drainage, and well 


adapted to army encampment. In position 
the regulars will occupy the right of the 
field and Gen. Hancock’s headquarters will 
be there, The same ground was occupied by 
Washington’s line 100 years ago, and by Gen. 
McClellan’s army in 1862. On this tield from 
1,200 to 1,500 tents, each sheltering fifteen 
men, will be erected. Fresh water inample 
quantity will be supplied from Wormley’s 
Creek. It will be raised into tanks by two 
engines of thirty horse-power each and (lis- 
tributed throughout the camp, for which 
purpose 10,000 feet of pipe will be 
used. Itis estimated that 25,U00 troops and 
»,0CO Masons will bein tents. 
For the accommodation: of the Executive 
ticers of the Government, members of the 
Cabinet, the Congressional Commission and 
distinguished guests, a reception building 100 
feet long and 60 feet wide is being built. It 
will contain aroom forthe commission, one 
for the Secretary of State, one for ladies, but 
a large part of the space will be taken up for 
purposes of entertainment. In addition to 
this, the commission has rented the old 
Nelson House, which is undergoing thorough 
repair, and said to be intended for the French 
guests. Work is all going forward under the 
personal superintendence of Maj. L. C. lor- 
syth, of the (juartermaster’s Department, 
who bas taken up his quarters at Yorktown. 
In addition to the preparations by the Con- 
gressional Commission, the Yorktewn Cen- 
tennial Association, composed of well-knowa 
citizens of the thirteen original States. of 
which John Goode, of Virginia, is chairman, 
and Col. Peyton, of New Jersey, general su- 
erintendent, are also aiding the commission. 
hey have purchased the Temple farm and 
tendered its use for camping ground. They 
have also renovated-and repaired from cellar 
to garret the store house, whichis on the 
Temple farm. It will be handsomely carpet- 
ed and papered by New York and Philadel- 
phia merchants and tendered to the Congres- 
sional Commission for use by its guests. It 
was in this house the articles of capitulation 
were considered and agreed to. ‘The associa- 
tion is also about erecting a building, 260 by 
U4 feet, for hotel purposes, Alesigned to ac- 


commodate one thousand persons with beds. 


On the part of the people of Yorktown, ab- 
solutely no preparations are being made. A 
little wooden shanty,with the words **Opera- 
house’’ over the entrance, and a half-dozen 


or more board huts for dispensing “cool 


lager” have been nailed up and seem to have 


exhausted the enterprise of the natives. En- 
gineers Braxtor and Webb, of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio road, met Colonel Craighill at York- 
town yesterduy and went over the ground 
with the view of locating the entrance of their 
branch road. At present the only way of 
reaching Yorktown from this city is by the 
York River line of steamers. It was expected 
that forty-eight engineer soldiers ana tifty en- 
listed men, ordered from Millett’s Point and 
West Point, N. ¥., by the Secretary of War, 
would arrive at Yorktown to-day and report 
to Colonel Craighill.

VICE-PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


His Secluded New York Home— Who 
His Visitors Are, 
New York Letter to the Buffalo Courier. 

Vice-President Arthur’s bouse on Lexing- 
ton avenue ia one of a plain row of four-story 
brown stone fronts. A few years ago the 
neighborhood was none of the best in point of 
moral character, butthe property-owners, 
one of whom is a Police Justice and the other 
is the Commissioner of Public Works, Allen 
Campbell, Mr. Arthur’s next door neighbor, 
put their heads and hands together to give 
it a cleaning, and certain resorts of the fair 
and frail that had become notorious were 
closed up. Some of the old odor still clings 
toit, but not enough to do any particular 
barm. Eversince the murderous attack on 
the President the Vice-President’s house has 
been an object of special interest to the peo- 
ple living thereabout, but still more so to the 
reporters.

‘‘passed through the valley of the shadow of 
death.”’ Itecan be said, at all events, that he 
has shown good taste and feeling in abstaining 
from any parade of himself before the public 
since the calamity in Washington.

The Identity of Hartmann. 
From the New York World. 


Since the arrival of Leo Hartmann, the Ni- 
hilist, there have been several rumors, said to 
have emanated from St. Petersburg, regard- 
ing the attitude of the Russian Goverment 
toward him. First it was said that the Rus- 
sian Government was about to ask the United 
States Government to extradite him: another 
report from Copenhagen stated that Hart- 
mann had offered to turn informer on certain 
conditions, and on Thursday morning a dis- 
patch was publisbed 1n this city, purporting 
to have come from St. Petersburg, saying on 
the autuority of a high Russian official that 
the Hartmann who had visited America was 
not the genuine Nihilist, and that the real 
Hartmann is known to haye been elsewhere 
throughout this country. In order to ascer- 
tain the correctness of these statements, a re- 
porter Thursday called upon a man, now in 
this city, Who is tgworoughly conversant with 

tussian affairs, who knuws Hartmann inti- 
mately, and who gave him money and assist- 
ance in London,to learn his opinion regarding 
the identity ofthe man calling himself Leo 
Hartmann. He said: 

“| knew Hartmann well in London, and 
often gave him money; and Lknow that the 
man who calls himself Hartmann here is the 
real Nihilist. The dispatch which was print- 
ed to-day never left St. Petersburg. It would 
have to be inspected by the authorities, and 
they would not allow a dispatch of this kind 
to be sent. Further than this, the Russian 
(;overnment does not wish the extradition of 
Hartmann. Ifit had heconld have been se- 
cured before he came to this country. There 
is one evidence of the identity of Hartmann 
which cannot be disputed—the scrofula marks 
on his neck. These scars were carefully de- 
scribed and recorded by the Russian police. 
I can produce almost any amount of evidence 
to prove What Il say, and will do so publicly 
if it is necessary to check the efforts of Hart- 
mannand his friends here to create public 
sympathy for him.’’ 


A Dakota Farm.

Twelve miles northwest of Fargo, Dakota, 
is a farm which is declared by every one who 
has seen itto be a model in equipment and 
management, and the claim is made good by 
the splendid crop which it has produced this 
year. The owner is John B. Ia mond, 
United States Marshal for Dakota, who went 
to the war when he was sixteen years old 
and served till it wasover. The farm is only 
two yeags old, and this is the firsterop.

CAUSED BY CARELESSNESS. 


So the Coroner Says of the Death of 
Officer Paschal Genail. 
Yesterday afternoon an inquest was held 
on the body of Paschal Genail, the police 
officer who died of a bullet wound in the 
right thigh accidentally inflicted by Officer 
Blue, while the officers were making an ar- 
rest. Odficer Blue’s statement is as follows: 
‘**! am in the First District and have been on 
the force four vears. Atabout 10:50 p. m., 
August 15. 1 came down Main street and was 
hailed by a young mano who 
Was standing in the door of the Carondelet 
Hotel saloon, saying that he had been 
robbed of his coat. I went justinside of the 
door, and the proprietor, Houston, told me 
that he thought the men who were accused by

At the corner of Main and 
Taylor, 1 met deceased and told 
him of the _ circumstances. Ile asked 
me to go back with him. When we got back 
we found the saloons closed and the parties 
on the sidewalk.

The deceased took hold of one of them 
and Liyan ordered him to lethim go. They 
started towards the deceased. Ihad my 
pistol in my hand. There were two of the 
party who took hold of my wrist and arm, 
and then some one struck me across the 
wrist. The pistol fell out of my hand 
and went off. TF hunted all over for the pistoi 
but could not tind it. A railroad man brought 
it to the station and said he had found itin 
Sam Flowers’ yard. There was a chamber 
empty.

Street Parade of Forepaugh’s Circus 
Phts Morning — What It Was Like. 


To see the crowds upon the streets this 
morning one would have thought that the 
Veiied Prophets’ procession -was about to 
move by.

One big van passed along drawn bv 
eight horses and ornamented by 
four wedieval knights appropriately 
dressed in suits of armor, and binding eight 
centurics together by carrving gingham um- 
brellas at the same time. Imagine the Knights 
who fell at Roncesvalle. all putting down 
their parapluies before they croaked. The 
$10,000 beauty, Miss Loulse Montague, rode 
in a howdah ona beautiful little elephant. 
This young lady is certainly » modern Helen; 
her face is wonderfully chise!ed,and her com- 
piexion as pure and as” pretty as 
that of Apbrodite after arising from the 
sea-foam.

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THE NINE-INCH WALLS. 


A Report of the Building Experts 
Foreshadowed. 


- — 
— 


Interviews With Architects Kirchner and 
Furlong and Director 0’Connell. 


Thomas H. Rich, John Rude and Samuel 
Hoffman arethe experts appointed by the 
Building Committee of the School Board to 
examine the nine-inch interior walls of the 
Wayman Crow school now going up on Bell 
street. They have virtually completed their 
work, and to-day held a meeting at which the 
report to be made tothe committee to- 
morrow night was considered. The experts 
are to pass upon the interior walls of the 
Wyoming street school building, to which 


the same objections have been made. These 
gent!emen say it would be manifestly im- 
proper to give out their report before it is 
made to the School Board Committee. It 
was learned, however, that they reached the 
conclusion that, while there may be no 
apparent danger of weakness from nine-inch 
walls, they beiieve,in consideration of the 
uses to Which the structures are to be put, 
thirteen-inch will be beiter. This, therefore, 
will be the drift of the report. 

Below is given a rough diagram of the plan 
of the Wayman Crow School, showing 
which are the nine-inch walls. 
lt gives only a general 1dea, 
however. There are doors opening throuch 
the interior walls into the halls, and in every 
eorner is the airduct .built of brick. Tne 
doors, of course, detract from the strength 
of the nine-inch walls and: the 
airducts add very consideratly to them by 
fuinishing additional support and by the 
cross jointing, which makes the buckling of 
the wall less liable.

I believe the 


committee will yet conclude to change to 

thirteen inches. The rooms are twenty-five 

feet across, and the joists, while resting on 

thirteen-inch walls on the outside,bear ail the 

weight on nine-inch walls on the inside.’’ 
THE EX-ARCHITECT’S POSITION. 

Mr. Thos. Furlong, the ex-architect of the 
board, was seen this morning and explained 
bow the airducts inthe corner gave great 
additional strength to the interior walls. 
Said he: **The idea of condemning the con- 
struction of this Bell street school is 
idiocy. Thisis only atwo-story building, 
it must be remembered. The lower 
floor rests on eightecen-inch interior base- 
‘ment walis constructed with special refer- 
ence to making the building as near fire- 
proof as possible. Thus you see there is only 
one floor, the second, depending on the nine- 
inch partition walls.

CHAIRMAN O’CONNELL 

is a good deal disgusted at what he considers 
the stupidity of people in allowing them- 
selves to be misled as regards these new 
school buildings. He for one means to stand 
by tbe original plan, regardless of the 
clamor. . “It wasn’t cost,” said he, 
‘that led the committee to adopt -the 
nine-inch interior walls, but we knew from 
experience thatthis was the proper width. 
We have Fy building ail our two-story 
school houses in that way. There is the 
Madison Branch, which contains more child- 
ren than either of these new structures will 
ever be expected to. That bas the same 
kind of partition walls. Their strength was 
never questioned. If people think the new 
echoo) buildings are not strong enough thev’ll 
have to keep their children away from the 
Stoddard and Clinton ‘Branches and other 
buildings of recent construction as well. It 
is all folly, this outery against the nine-inch 
partition walls.’?
